New Breed Hogs 
Said Healthier 

The statistics branch of the De- 
partment of agricutulre have esti- 


mated that of 4,952,900 pigs born 
June to November, 1949, only 


4,199,100 were saved. In that period 
753,800 pigs died before they reach- 


ed market weight. That is a tre- 
mendous loss which most people 
contribute to bad luck, bad weather 
and bad management. 

Those factors have a great bear- 
ing on pig losses but here are some 
facts worth considering: 

1. The rate of maturity, year by 
year, of Ontario hogs is not im- 
proving. 

2. It is becoming more difficult 
to raise healthy, vigorous pigs to 
the age of 12 weeks. 

3. There is a great deal of un- 
thriftiness in just weaned pigs,
